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Notes and Descriptions of West American Ceram- 
bycidae (Coleoptera).—II.*

PiroNUS LECONTE I Uamecre. 

P. Iccontci is not a variety or syiKniyni of P, califoniicus as 
it lias been jilaced by recent writers, but is a very distinct 
species. It differs markedly from californiciis in having thir- 
tccn-segmented rather than twelve-segmented antennae, with 
the external processes of segments four to eleven very strongly 
produced and longer than the segments to which they are at¬ 
tached (in calif oniicus the processes are shorter than the seg¬ 
ments on which they occur). In addition, the lobes of the 
third tarsal segment in Iccontci are obtuse, not acute as in 
calif oniicus and its allies. These characters give Iccontci a 
facies (juite distinct from that of any other North American 
species. It appears to be quite rare in collections and I have 
seen it only from northern California (iNIendocino County). 
Prionus horni Lameere. 

I have a number of Prionus from southern Arizona which 
agree with Lameere’s description of P. Iionii. These differ 
from calif oniicus only in their slightly smaller average size and 
in having the twelfth segment of the antennae appendiculate 
and longer than the penultimate segment. It seems probable 
that these are no more than a subspecies of P. calif oniicus. 
XvLOTRECiius NUNENMACHERi \van Dyke. (Pigs. 1, la). 

In 1920, Dr. IC C. \^an Dyke, basing his description on the 
male, described nuncniiiachcri as a subsj^ecies of .Y. insif/nis 
Pec. (Figs. 2, 2a). Mr. G. R. Hopping, in his revision (M the 
Clytini,^ treats nuncniiiachcri somewhat (|uestionably as a dis¬ 
tinct species, stating that “its true status cannot be determined 
until the female is found.” Through the kindness of Mr. 
\V. J. Puckhorn, I have recently had the o])])ortunity of exam¬ 
ining a female of this species which was ca])tured by liim at 
Wapinita, Oregon, on May 23, 1934. Mr. Puckhorn took both 
sexes of niincnniaclicri from pujxal cells in willow. Sali.v sp.

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Since the female has never been described it seems worthwhile 
to append the following diagnosis: 

9 . Black, elytra with three narrow yellow fasciae. Head 
moderately closely, rngosely punctured; frontal carina not 
prominent; antennae piceons. I’ronotnm moderately closely, 
rngosely punctured; disk without fasciae; ai)ex feebly mar¬ 
gined with yellow. Scutellum slightly transverse, black. Elytra

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parallel-sided, with a small, acute, aiite-median fascia, a broken 
U-sha])ed median fascia, and a narrow, transverse, post-median 
band; apices broadly rounded. l-eii;s piceous. Ibiderside 
black: ajjex of abdominal se^nients narro^vly mari;ined with 
\ el low. 

The female of iiitJicnuhiclicri differs from the same sex of 
insigjiis in the more coarsely and rui^osely punclurecl head and 
pronotum; black, ratlier than rufous or yellowish, antennae; 
pronotum feebly margined with yellow at apex (as compared to 
the broad apical and basal margins in i)isi(j)iis), elytra without 
a yellow circumscutellar patch, elytra] fasciae much more nar¬ 
row and inconspicuous, and elytral apices more broadly rounded. 
In addition, the ])ro-, meso-, and metasterna are without any 
dense patches of yellow pubescence, and the abdominal seg¬ 
ments are only feebly margined with yellow, not entirely yellow 
as in iiisigiiis. Air. G. R. IIopi)ing sei)arates nitiicnmaclicri 
from insigiiis on the liasis of the elytral apices. However, in 
the series of iusigiiis at hand (over one hundred examj)les of 
each sex) there is considerable variation in this character. 
/\bout all one can safely say is tha.t in general the elytral ai)ices 
are more obtuse in uitJicuniacJicri. 

Xeoclytus acuminatus Fab. 

In eastern North America, this si)ccics is ty])ically reddish 
brown with the outer segments of the antennae, a])ical three- 
fourths of the elytra, and underside of the bod\' piceous. In 
western North America there occurs a subspecies in which the 
body is uniformly reddish brown without any trace of piceous 
on the antennae, elytra, or underside, ddiis form I would 
designate as Neoclytus acuminatus hesperus new subs])ecies. 

IIoloty[>c male (No. 3940 C’alifornia Academy of Sciences, 
Knt.), North Cheyenne Canyon, Colorado, June 24, 1915, 
reared from Qitcrcits sp. 

Neoclytus resplendens new s])ecics. ( kdgs. 4, 4a.) 

6 . Iflongate, reddish brow'n, dcnselv clothed with recumbent, 
white pubescence; elytra with three transverse yellow fasciae. 
Head sparsely clothed with white pubescence, silicate bet^^•cen 
the antennae; eyes small, finely granulated; antennae reaching 
slightly beyond the humeri, basal segments skaider, reddish 
brown, outer segments swollen, piceous, Pronotum distinctly 
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longer than broad, wider at apex than at base; disk with three 
longitudinal rows of transverse rugae; pubescence moderately 
dense, white, anterior and l)asal margins with a broad hand of 
dense yellow ])ile. Scutellum transverse, obtusely pointed he- 
hind, densely clothed with yellow |)ul)esceiice. hJytra ])arallcl- 
sided, finely punctured; ante-median yellow fascia dilated at 
suture, median band straight, post-median fascia acute; apices 
obliquely truncate. I-egs slender, sjxirsely clothed with white 
hairs; femora unarmed at apex. Under surface densely clothed 
with white pubescence which is condensed into very dense 
patches on the anterior margin of the metasternum, the epi- 
sterna of the meso- and metathorax, and the sides of the 
abdomen. Length 12-17 mm. 

9 . Black; legs, basal one-half of the antennae, and anterior 
margin of the elytra reddish brown. Pronotum broadly mar¬ 
gined at base and apex with yellow juibescence. Elytra, with 
three transverse bands of yellow pubescence much as in the 
male; apices obtusely rounded. E])isteriia of meso- and meta¬ 
thorax and abdominal segments densely clothed with yellow 
pubescence. Length 14-18 mm. 

llolotypc male (No. 3941 California Academy of Sciences, 
Ent.), taken in Sequoia National Park, in July, 1931. E. T. 
Scott collector, allotype female (No. 3942 California Academy 
of Sciences, Ent.), from Carmel, Alonterey County, August 1, 
1908, L. S. Slevin collector, and partypes in the collection of 
the writer as follows; one male and one female from Kelsey- 
ville, July, 1933, two males. Sequoia National Park, July, 1931, 
and one female, Yosemite National Park, August 9, 1933, all 
in California. 

This species is one of the most beautiful of our North 
American Ncoclytus. Since it is probably most closely related 
to A. haUcatus LeConte, some of the more important differences 
are summarized below:

The average size of both sexes of rrsploidcns is noticeably 
greater than that of baltcatus. In addition, all of the examples 
of baltcatus that I have seen are from northern California, 
Oregon, or British Columbia, where it occurs on manzanita, 
Arctostaphylos sj)., whereas rcsplcndcns is found in central and 
southern California on various species of oaks. 

Stenosphenus arizonicus new species. 

Rufous: antennae, tibiae, and tarsi black, abdomen piceous. 
Head short, broad, coarsely and closely punctured ; vertex dis¬ 
tinctly silicate between the antennae; antennae one and one- 
half times as long as the body ( (5 ), finely, closely jninctured, 
segments three to seven sjnnose at apex, carinate. Pronotum 
slightly narrowed at the ajiex, sides feebly rounded; surface 
smooth, with only scattered, fine ])unctures; imbescence fine, 
s])arse, suberect. Scutellum finely, closely jninctured, densely 
])ubescent. J^dytra nearly three times as long as broad, finely, 
evenly j^unctured, jnibescence suberect, i)ale, not dense: a])ices 
emarginate, the angles sjiiniform. Legs slender; femora pice¬ 
ous at apex, ])uncturcs sparse, i)ubescence fine, sparse, suh- 
erect: tibiae carinate, more closely |nmctured and j^ubescent. 
Prosternum ( ^ ) with a large, dejiressed, coarsely and crib- 
ratelv j^unctured area on each side of a medium jxilished eleva¬ 
tion. ICpisterna of meso- and metathorax, coxae, and abdo¬ 
men at sides, finely, closely ])unctured, densely clothed with 
recumbent, white ])ubescence: metasternum and abdomen at 
middle sjiarsely j^iunctured, cloibed with scattered, suberect, 
j)ale hairs. T.cngth 12.5 mm.; breadth 3 mm. 

Ilolotxpc male ( X"o. 3943, California Academy of Sciences, 
Fnt.) from Globe, Arizona, August, 1930, collected by Mr. 
I). K. Duncan. 

This sj^ecies will run to vSb uovatns in Horn’s- table of 

“Horn, G. H., 1885. Trans. Amer. Ent, Soc,, 12: 172. 
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Stcnospheiius, hut it differs from that species in the shape of 
the pronotum which is only slightly wider at base than at 
apex, the very short, hroad head, and the line i)unctures of the 
pronotum and elytra. In S. uovalus Morn, the head is cion- 
gated and narrowed, the antennal tuhercles scarcely elevated, 
the pronotum strongly narrowed anteriorly, and the pronotum 
and elytra coarsely, sparsely jametured. 

Stenosphenus aridus new species. 

Black; prothorax and femora rufous. Head very coarsely 
punctured; vertex distinctly sulcate hetween the antennae; an¬ 
tennae slender, slightly longer than the hofly ( 3 ), moderately 
coarselv, closely punctured, ciliate on the inner side, segments 
three to seven spinose at apex, segments three to nine carinate. 
rh*onotum transverse, as wide at apex as at hase, clouded with 
pieeous at the sides and apex; punctuation coarse, irregular, 
except for the smooth median vitta; coarse and fine ])unctures 
intermixed. Scutellum closely, finely punctured and pubescent. 
Elytra about three times as long as hroad ; punctures moder- 
atelv coarse, regular; })uhescence long, ])ale, suherect ; apices 
emarginate, not spinose. the outer angles dentiform. Eegs 
slender, clothed with suherect, pale hairs; femora clouded with 
pieeous at apex, tibiae carinate, first segment of the posterior 
tarsus slightly longer than the second and third segments to¬ 
gether. Prosternum ( ^ ) coarsely punctured and depressed 
on each side of the median smooth carina. Episterna of meso- 
and metathorax, and abdomen at the sides, closely, finely punc¬ 
tured, densely clothed with short, white pubescence; metaster¬ 
num and abdomen at middle, almost glabrous, shining. Length 
10 mm.; breadth 2.5 mm. 

Holotypc male (No. 3944 California Academy of Sciences, 
Ent.) and one paratype male (in the collection of the writer), 
from Zion National l\ark, Utah, May 16-21, 1934, collected 
by Dr. Donald DeLeon. The specimens were reared from 
small branches oj PopiiJits frcuioutii. 

S. aridus is black with the prothorax and femora rufous. 
The femora at apex and the pronotum at the sides and apex 
are clouded with pieeous. ddie species apjiears to be related to 
the jireceding but. in addition to the ditterence in color, may 
be distinguished by the more rounded and coarsely ])unctured 
pronotum with coarse and fine i)unctures intermixed, the more 
coarsely ])unetured elytra, the unarmed elytral apices, and the 
denser elytral pubescence.
